1. Name of the Scheme 

Name of the scheme will be All India Hindi Essay 
Competition on “Parliamentary Democracy”. 

2. Objects of the Scheme 

To arouse the interest of public in Parliamentary 
Democracy and to encourage writing on it in Hindi. 


3. Area of Competition 

(a) Competition will be organised at All India Level 
but it has been divided into two Zones :— 

Zone-I States of Uttar Pradesh, Gujarat, Punjab, Bihar, 
Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, Rajas'han, Haryana, 
Himachal Pradesh, and Union Territories of Delhi 
Chandigarh, and Andaman & Nicobar Islands. 

Zone-H States of Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Andhra 
Pradesh, Orissa, Karnataka, Kerala, Goa, Jammu 
& Kashmir, Tamil Nadu, Tripura, Nagaland, West 
Bengal, Manipur, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Sikkim and 
Union Territories of Daman & Diu, Dadra & Nagar 
Haveli, Pondicherry, Lakshadweep. 
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(b) Separate Competition will be organised for each 
zone and their prizes will also be separate.

(a) Every Indian citizen can participate in the compe¬ 
tition.

0. Subject 

Subject of the Competition will be “Evolution of Parlia¬ 
mentary System and its present Status”. 

1. Language : Language of the Essay will be Hindi. 

8. General Terms and Conditions 

(a) It is obligatory for the writer to send Three Typed 
or Legible copies of the Essay. 

< b ) The Essay should be written by the participant 
himself. Declaration to this effect should be 
appended with the Essay. 

(c) Essay should not be an extract from or abridged 
version of a book. 

id) Essay should not be Hindi translation of an article 
already published in any other language. 

(e) Ministry of Parliamentary Affairs shall have the 
right to publish or to quote from the awarded 
Essay. 

(f) The Essay should not have been awarded a prize 
under any other scheme. 

<g) The Ministry of Parliamentary Affairs shall have 
exclusive right to regulate the procedure for 
selection of the recepients of the awards. 

(h) The Ministry of Parliamentary Affairs shall have 
exclusive right to modify the scheme. 

(i) Essay will be accepted upto the specified date 

only. k 


(j) Attested copies of the testimonial alongwith pres¬ 
cribed Declaration should also be appended with 
the Essay. Failing which Essay will not be includ¬ 
ed in the competition. 

(k) No relaxation will be given in laid down educa¬ 
tional qualification. 

9. Words Limit of Essay 

Essay should be of a minimum of 3000 words and 

maximum of a 5000 words. 

10. Evaluation Committee 

(a) The decision regarding award of prizes will be 

taken by an Evaluation Committee. No corres¬ 
pondence will be entertained in this regard. 

(b) Evaluation Committee of 5 Members shall be 

constitute Secretary, Ministiy of Parliamentary 
Affairs shall be Ex-officio Chairman of the said 
Committee, Three Members of the Committee will 
be from outside. 

(c) Whole procedure for evaluation will be laid down 
by the Ministry of Parliamentary Affairs.
